While the Sfudenfs Council has been doing ain 
(^xcelllenf job, and we have no reason fo suppose thai 
Ihey will not^ continue to do so, we feel thai some 
measure of critism is in order. 

This critism we level at the handling of the Pre- 
sidency off frhe Student Recreation Center. 

As it stands now, the President of the Recrea- 
tion Center is on a four months leave of absence, ne- 
cessitated by his academic standing. 

The appointing of a temporary president is a 
direct violation of the constitution. The position of 
the President of the Recreation, by the constitution, 
is decided by ballot. The entire student body votes 
c^n this matter on the fourteenth day following the 
spring Students Council elections. This was done 
last spring. A president was elected. But when his 
Aicademic standing necessitated the vacancy of this 
position, the issue should have been decided in the 
fall students Society elections. Why this was not 
done, we do not know I 

The Student Council contends that they have 
Ihe right to do this by the power of the McCiH 
Senate. They have by it, power to control all student 
Activities that receive their support. 

The reason for this action was that it was ne- 
cessary for many things to be done during the ^ium- 
met months, and these could not be done with an 
nbsentee president. We agree, but what has the sum» 
mer picture got to do with the fall election ? It 
would be fo the councils advantage to have a per*- 
menaint president of the Recreation Centre. 

While the action taken by the Students Council 
may prove right in the final analysis, we believe that 
tine constitution should not have been by passed in 
the manner it was,
